Claim Objections 

2. Claim 4 is objected to because of the following informalities: claim 4 states that 
the weight sensor can be located in the "handle" or the "top of the container"; but claim 
1 states that the container "does not have to be suspended off of the ground to 
determiner it's weight". If this limitation in claim 1 means anything at all, then the weight 
sensor cannot be in the handle, side, or attached to the top. Appropriate correction is 
required.
